Th«* city priutiug episode in Milwau¬ 
kee shows lio.'te’s love for organised la¬ 
bor. Home months ago Rose, tn get 
even wiih the Daily News, got Ihi* pro¬ 
prietor of tho Daily lU-norter to make 
s bid for ihc official printing. Tbo Daily 
Reporter is a little fly-sheet Issued for 
tho benefit of lawyers and Judges, and 
gotten out by non-union prinlcrH. mostly 
boys. Its bid was the low4»st. naturally. 
Olid theri* then enkup^l a roiitlniioiis fight 
Iu the conncil between the mayor, 
through his henchmen, and the aldermen 
who were fnvorabU' to the News. The 
News set up the claim that the R<*porter 
was not a newspaper, but the supreme 
court has jnst deoldeil that It answers 
thi* requirements, so Rose and Uls scab 
pnvtege an* on top. Bnt there is nothing 
strange In all thto. The working people 
of Milwaukee are used to such denis.
